The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the 
basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-24 & 32-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Zawistowski (2002/0048606) for reasons of record. 

Applicant argues that Zawistowski teaches away from the use of 
homogenization at paragraphs 23 & 24. This argument has been 
considered but is not persuasive. The cited passages refer to "traditional 
homogenization". In example 1, the same microfluidization process of 
paragraphs 23 & 24 are also called homogenization. No difference is seen 
between the homogenization of the reference and the homogenization of 
the claims. 

Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yoon (2002/0064548) for reasons of record. 
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Applicant argues that Yoon requires emulsifiers and applicants' 
invention does not require emulsifiers. This argument has been considered 
but is not persuasive because the claims are open to the inclusion of 
emulsifiers.
